Covina,

Olondora and Charter Oak. Average 
returns were as 
follows: 
orangos, 
(1.92; grapefruit, 
$1.08; 
tangorlnea, 
91.92. It Is easy to see from Uio re­ 
ports that the Florida grower has also 
neglected to watch the decay In trim, 
sit. 
We are farther ahead in this 
matter than they are.

There is a story running through tho 
flguros herewith presenlud that

who runs may read. 
Note that Polk 
county had the highest average on or­ 
anges and the smallest per cent of 
decay and that South DoSoto with tho 
highest percentage of decay, had the 
lowest average, an average by the 
way, that pulled the general avorago 
of the exchange down very consider­ 
ably.

change, which Included Arcadia, Fort

was but 00 
cents a box on oranges, against the

What few boxes of grapefruit

sub-exchange shipped brought u very 
good price,- the second highest of all 
sub-exchanges, which tends to show 
that their fruit is as good as tho host 
when it reaches the market In good 
condition; grapefruit being IOHS KUS- 
ceptlble to decay than oranges, and 
not nearly so badly affected 
during 
the decay period of lastt season.

prices are f.o.b. Florida, 
meaning that all freight has boen 
paid, but not the picking, packing and 
the selling cost which may he rough­ 
ly estimated at 70 to '75 cents.

cost, deducted from the total, glvfe* 
the net price returned to the grower 
for his fruit orj tho tree, or about 
11,20 per box that each growor would 
have received had all the fruit of the 
exchange been pooled as a whole and 
for the whole season, Of course many 
growers got Jess than this price, and 
it is equally true that a correspond­ 
ing number received more,

Not that we cart to complain in 
particular about the way we are be­ 
ing used, for we believe the cltniB 
growers will take care of themselves, 
even though they did get buncoed out 
of a crop by the frost, hut thoughts 
occur at times concerning the value 
of citrus property ag collateral, and 
It s e e m s that the metropolitan banks 
hardly 
give the citrus 
growers a 
square deal. 
• 


President Elliott of the First Na­ 
tional Bank of Los Angeles, took occa­ 
sion to tell us, In an address which he 
made before the Covlna Valley Fann­ 
ers' Club about a year ago, that fruit- 
bearing land was not considered a 
good risk for loans. He explained 
that a valuation per acre on such as 
Citrus lands, might be very greatly de­ 
creased by climatic conditions. The 
freeze of last winter would probably 
be taken by President Elliott aB a 
sample, although his statement was 
made long before this freeze came. 
It Is a fact that citrus growers are not 
able to got tho accommodations which 
are commensurate with the real value 
of their property. 


But here comes State Horticultural 
Commissioner A, J, Cook this week, 
and reminds us that the fruit-raising 
industry of tho state returns in money 
one hundred millions of dollars to this 
state In normal years. We have had 
eighteen normal years, and two years 
that might be called abnormal, or un­ 
satisfactory 
to the Industry. The 
fruit-ruining Industry returns nearly 
twlco as much per year to the state 
as does any other Industry. Mining 
and the oil Industry, great as these 
two Industries seem, fall far below tho 
return for fruits. Alfalfa Is the near 
est competitor of fruit, returning fifty 
millions per year. 
/ 


We have ample proof that the met­ 
ropolitan banks stand behind the oil 
Industry, even when there is no tarigl 
ble evidence thai i oil is to be pro* 
duced"In paying quantities. In other 
words, they are willing to gamble a 
little on oil securities, while they will 
not take even a sporting chance on 
the citrus Industry. 
Inasmuch as we 
are returning more money to tho stne 
than any industry, it would seem that 
the batiks would stand in line to give 
us a fair deal when one year comes 
along that makes It a little hard to 
keep tho groves In condition. 


And, again, wo fool a little poevlsh 
because the Los Angeles banks butted 
Into the deal last wlntor when we were 
attempting to get some of that state 
money for the local banks. The Los 
Angeles bunkers made the statement 
at that time that they would tuke care 
of the citrus localities. They throttled 
the attempt to bring ready money In­ 
to the citrus localities, and only prom­ 
ised somothlng thnt whs not backed 
up in any business-like way. What Is 
the result? 


Instead of taking care of us, which 
was a very vague promise at tho out­

This is not right. This Is not recip­ 
rocal business. We are certainly not 
In a very bad way In this vnlley. An> 
other crop will straighten everything 
out. But the citrus Industry Is very 
much like n bank Itself—when you 
attack Its credit you are endangering 
the Institution. If you call loans on 
a citrus rancher In a year when his 
crop falls, you are pushing him ngainst 
a wall. 


Los AngeleB city depends upon the 
citrus Industry for money more than 
It Beems to admit. 
And there is a 
by-product In the citrus Industry that 
brings the great tourist crop—people 
come to Southern California to Bee 
the oranges growing on the trees. Kilt 
the orange nnd lemon Industry, and 
you will cut down another crop very 
materially, which is the tourist crop. 
The Los AngeleB bunkers need to get 
u different kind of a hunch. 


The lesson of the two once-oppos­

The blue mold, and Hie grayish-col­ 
ored fungi, found on diseased lemons, 
is responsible for the spreading of 
gummosls, in the belief of H. S. Faw- 
cett of the state horticultural commis­ 
sion, who addressed a Covina audience 
this week. He Is careful not to state 
it. as an absolutely demonstrated fact, 
but he shows that he is making pro­ 
gress in isolating the gum disease 
from further attack by these fungi. 


In other words, he believes that the 
wound on a citrus tree should be kept 
chemically clean), Just as we have 
learned the Incalcuable value of anti­ 
septics In human surgery. 
This pre­ 
mise seems logical. His experiments 
show that where a lemon tree Is 
bruised or cut, and the wouiyl is kept 
free from fungus contamination by the 
use of bordeaux paste, the cut does 
not fester into gum disease. 
Where 
the cut is purposely innoculated with 
fungi, the wound becomes a constant­ 
ly-spreading 
case of , gummosls. It 
will be Interesting to further watch 
this experiment.

The costly experience of the last 
two winters have taught growers a 
great deal on the subject of frost pre­ 
vention. It has been fully establish­ 
ed that frosts of the severity known 
to Southern California can be success­ 
fully combatted if groves are equipped 
with a sufficient number of properly 
constructed heaters and the required 
amount of fuel oil to keep them burn­ 
ing as the occasion demands. 


Under no circumstances should the 
body or reservoir of the heater be 
constructed of lighter than 26-gauge 
Iron. The burning oil gives off an in­ 
tense heat which will quickly destroy 
a body of lighter material. 
Likewise 
light, flimsy material 
will speadily 
warp. 


All covers should have deep, close- 
fitting inside flange, Such construc­ 
tion not only insures that the reser­ 
voir will be air and water tight, but 
also adds strength and rigidity to the 
whole device. 


There should be a gauge in plain 
view, above which the reservlor must 
not be filled so as to prevent overfill­ 
ing and spilling of the oil to the pos­ 
sible injury to the soil. , 


Economy of operation can only he 
secured' from those heaters having reg­

1 drafts. The double down draft 
Is by far the most efficient arrange­ 
ment so far as devised and when to 
this is added a further regulation of 
the air entering the flame or com­ 
bustion chamber, a maximum of. reg­ 
ulation can: be obtained.

The forest service of the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture has Just complet­ 
ed a series of control projects for this 
extermination of the insects killing 
sugar and yellow pine on the national 
forests. The work has been conduct­ 
ed 
on 
four 
forests, 
the 
Sierra, 
Klamath, Trinity and California. 


In all about 3,000,000 feet have been 
treated or a total of 3,000 trees. 


These trees have been killed by a 
little beetle known to scientists as 
"Dendroctonus," 
which 
translated 
means literally "killer-of treeB." That 
this little beetle lives up to its name 
is evidenced by the fact that these 
3,000 trees wejre killed during one 
summer alone, and represent only a 
small part of the annual loss from 
these pests to the forests - of the 
state of California. 
This annual loss 
is very conservatively placed at 25,' 
000,000 feet. 
It is to prevent this 
large loss to our mature timber of the 
state that the forest service is doing 
this work. 
Every tree treated this 
year means a saving of one tree next 
year, and one or more trees the fol 
lowing year, for under favorable con­ 
ditions these insects Increase rapid­ 
ly. 


As the average stumpage price for 
a tree ranges from $2.00 to $3.00 and 
the cost of treating trees 1B the same, 
the saving in timber 
K next year will 
pay for the control work of this year, 
and each succeeding year will be a 
clear gain to be added to the timber 
resources of the state. 


Many of the lumber companies of 
the state, recognizing the saving in 
dollars and cents, are also institut­ 
ing control projects of their own. Dur- 
irig the winter of 1913-14 the forest 
service ^expects to treat a still larger, 
number of .trees.

INVESTIGATIONS IN LEMON GUMMOSIS ARE 


EXPLAINED BY FAWCETT TO THE RANCHERS 


H. S. Fawcett, 
plant 
pathologist 
with the state horticultural commis­ 
sion, awakened the ranchers of the 
Covina valley from the lethargy of 
an extremely hot day last fofondayv af­ 
ternoon, through his interesting state­ 
ments of progress regarding lemon 
gummosis 


fungus, are capable of causing the 
former, and that Botyrytls 
vulgaris, 
the gray moul fungus, is capable of 
causing the latter form. 


BROWN ROT FUNGUS. 
It bas been long recognized that 
tl'e greater, amount of gummosis of 
lemon trees appears to follow unfav­ 
orable 
soil and cultural conditions 


Fawcett has been working for over such as excessive moisture with the 
a year in an attempt to isolate the 
bruises and cuts on a lemon tree 
from contamination by the blue-mold 
fungi, and other species of fungi. At 
this meeting he showed a number of 
photographic illustrations, where he 
had treated lemon trees. With a paste 
made of bordeaux mixture, he had 
kept some of the trees free from the 
fungi, and had materially arrested the 
spreading of the disease. 
In other 
cases he. had innoc,ulated the dis­ 
eased part, or a fresh cut, with the 
fungi, and had noted the rapid spread­ 
ing of the gum disease. 
His efforts 
along this line have not brought him 
as yet to the gum disease of the orange 
tree, or the scaly bark, but he Is in­ 
clined to believe that another and sim­ 
ilar fungi is, the cause of the gum 
disease in orange trees. 
A part of 
his talk was as follows: 


The disease known as gummosis of 
lemon trees in California is character­ 
ized by the dying of areas of bark and 
the exudation of large quantities of 
gum above the bud union. 
- That certain types of this disease 
can be induced in large heathy trees 
with cultures of fungi has been shown 
' as the result of a series of ipnocula- 
tions during the past year. 
It was j 
first found that typical cases of gum- 
' mosls could be transmitted from dis­ 
eased to healthy trees by inoculations 
with bits of discolored bark or wood 
— cut out of the advancing margins,of 
diseased areas. Bits of exuded gum or 
pieces of tissue near tbecentero of the 
diseased areas already neraeated with 
gum, in most cases failed to trans­ 
mit the disease. 


In making a study of lemon gum­ 
mosis in the orchards, it was found 
that there were at leaat two forms of 
gummosis, one \n which 
the dead 
bark remained hard without outward 
evidence of fungi during the process 
of the disease, and one in which the 
dead bark remained bard without out­ 
ward evidence of fungi during the pro­ 
cess of the disease, and one in which 
the dead bark was at first soft with a 
later development of fungi upon the 
surface during damp weather,' By a 
series of inoculations with a number 
of organisms Isolated from both types 
of the disease, it has been discovered 
that cultures of Phythlacystis citro-

soil above the bud union, poorly drain 
ed oi' aerated land, etc., and methods 
of prevention have been worked out 
that have been quite successful in 
the hands of the best growers. These 
methods of prevention, such aB keep­ 
ing the soil from above the bud union, 
keeping it dug up around the crown, 
putting In lime In heavy soils, avoid­ 
ing excessive moisture, 
using 
sour 
stock on heavy soils, planting high 
budded trees and planting them high 
for new orchards are extremely ira 
portant. 
These 
precautions 
will 
largely avoid the conditions favora­ 
ble for the growth and the infection 
of the fungi. 


The brown rot fungus HveB In thf 
soil, especially in heavy soils, and Its 
development is favored by excessive 
moisture, and infection of the lemon 
bark is favored by the bud union be­ 
ing buried, or kept damp. 


There are, however, certain cases 
constantly occurring In spite of all 
that can be done in this way. These 
may be treated as follows: 


The treatment for gummosis caus­ 
ed by these fungi is still somewhat in 
the experimental stage. All that can 
be said at present Is that in several 
groves where the Bordeaux paste was 
used over a year ago, the results ap­ 
pear very promising, 
This applies 
only to the lemon gummosis, It is too 
soon to say definitely as to the or­ 
ange gum disease, (scaly bark), ex­ 
cept that two growers have told me 
since hearing of the Bordeaux paste 
treatment that they had used a some­ 
what similar mixture two years ago 
with good results and no injury to the 
trees. 


We can say definitely that Bor­ 
deaux is one of'the best fungicides 
known and that in a proportion even 
stronger than that given here it has 
resulted in no harm to the bark of 
the trees. 


Before applying the paste on lemon 
trees the bark that is dead to the wood 
should be removed to allow the Bor­ 
deaux to get in to kill out the infec­ 
tion.

The forest service branch of the 
U. S.* Department of Agriculture has 
established an experiment station in 
Central Utah, for the specific purpose 
of applying Intensive study by exact 
scientific methods toward the restor­ 
ation of worn out stock ranges and 
the improvement in both quantity and 
quality of the forage produced on the 
national forests. 


This problem of restoration is a 
field for technical work, which must 
be utilized to the full if these re­ 
sources are to serve the country as 
they Bhould. 
Roughly speaking, it 
will be possible by this means to In­ 
crease the forage value of the national 
forests at least 20 per cent.
